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MEN DIE IN TERRIBLE ACONY

Ten Workmen Porieh and Others Injured in
Gas Explesion.

THOUSANDS VIEW THE GHASTLY SCENE

Victime at Work on Platform Elghty-
Five Feet Ahove the Gronnd
When They Meet
Thelr Doom,

Caught In the FMarnnee,

There were nineteen men in the furnapce
when the explosion occurred.  Fifteen of
them woere caught n the flames, two of
them escaping with allght Injuries, The
other four were the regular men employed
e top fllers and escaped without injury.
The explosion was cnused by the gam bes
coming encased in A crust of sinder form-
ing ut the bottom of the furnnce.

A wheelbarrow contalning ore had been
gent up to the men and when they went to
dump It Into the bell of the furnace they
pushed it over toa far and [t rolled info the
hopper. The barrow welghed 000 pounds
wnd was Lop beavy for the four men to
ralwe,  The ffieen laborers, all Hungarians,
wers then gsent up to assist them. Had It
not been for the barrow accldent no one
would have been hurt, as the regular men
kniow how to protect themselves at such
tmes, a8 slmilar explosions are of frequent
necurrenoe.

Whaen the gas let go, a panle ensued on
the smull platform about the top. The men
mnde & rush for the elevator, but it had
gonoe down and there was no escape. To
Jump meant death, and to remain on the
platform was Just as eertaln doom

The tons of molten metul and Mumes fell
upon them and burned ten men to death,

Thelr bodies dropped to the roof of the
mill, ¢lghty-Nve feot below, every bone
broken waud an unrecognizable mass of

human fesh,

Hurry calls were gent to the police and
morgue.  Patrols from all sections arrived
before 7 o'clock and the morgue wigon was
with them. ‘The bodles of dsome of the
dead, and many of the Injured, were strewn
about the yard beneath the furnace, somo
of the dend baving fallen from the slippery
roof to the ground,

The eries of the Injured brnkp the still-
ness which had spread over the plave when
the fury of the explosion snd fire had
abated.

To remove the dead from the roof of the
mill it was found necessary to get hook and
ladder No. 18, and the firemoen carried the
burned, charred and misshapen masses of
humanity to the morgue wagon and pluced
them there,

Take Injured to Hoapltal,

When the dead were removed the (njured
wore then looked after,

The injured were burired to the Mercy
hospital,

AL B o'clock Thomas Jones and Arthur
Young, managers of the plant, gave out the
sintement that nine men were kidled and
five Injured. They say that ordinarily ouly
three men work on top of the furnace, but
this morning about 6:10 o'clock one of the
beavy lron wagons used in takiog up the
ore to the top of the furnice got stuck on
the top of the strueture and the three men
sent for asslstance., A few men went up,
but they could not move the wagon, and
wore went up untll the number reached
fourtedn. It was while they ware trylng to
ket the wagon réleased that the fatal ex-
plosion took place.

All the men at work on top of the fur-
nace were Blave and Poles. Nine of them
were killed outright and three of the flve
taken to Mercy hospital are so badly hurt It
is foared they will die, No cases were
taken to the South Side hospital, ag at first
reported. Eyo witonesses sny that it was
tho most horrible wmight they ever wit-
nessud, They wuy that when the explosion
took place there was one loud report -and
the murky heavens were Hlumioated with a
great sheet of flame, showing the men on
top of the furnace running about, gestiou-
lating wildly., The flames and hot metal
looked lke a volcano in action. Flve of
the men were blown off the top of the fur-
pace and, strange as It may seem, these
men are the ones thut are still living. Oth-
ers hung on the ralling, gome on the out-
sido, others on the inslde until tholr cloth-
ing wan burned off. Two of the victims
hanging on the outside held on and re
mained tevaclously clinging to the ralling
untll thelr fingers were burned off. They
then fell wo the roof of the mill, dead.
Seven of the victims were found dead on
the platform of the cupoln. These were
completely denuded of clothing by the
flames and their bodles were burned almost
1o & orisp.

Pedestrians llave Narrow Escnpe.

The company says that the night turn
whs Just gelting ready to guit work and
that some of the duy crow were ut work on
the pluce. They say that they are unable
to give out any oames, as the mes are only
kuown by check numbers, and until the pay
roll la goue over thelr names cannot be
learned by them ut leust, 1o order to ex-
pedite the tdentification of the victims the
management of the plant sent for Goorge
Pltlle of 2466 Becond avenue, n =aloon
koeper and loterpreter, and he went to the
worgue and ldentified some of the victims.

Hundreds of pedestrians on Becond ave-
pue had narrow escapes from [nstaut death
when the explosion ocourred. Tons of ore,
coke wnd hot clnders and some plecea
welghing almost three pounds rained down
on second avenue and many had to run inte
houses and stores for protection,

Car No, 260 of the Homestead Adlvision
was passlng just at the time the gus let
go. The coke and other material falling on
the car, which had twenly-five passengers
aboard, caused a panle and wany jumped

Heery bone In thelr bodies
to have beeh broken
Meets Horrible Death,

The moest dlstressing feature of the dis
was the burning of Frankowicz. He
wus rren by the thousands of people who
on tholr way te work (o rum to the
platform ralling wod leap into the alr. He
was o rpass of flames as he whirled through
the nir. He foll on the stockyard shed and
literally burned to death before the eyes of
the crowd Afty feol below, who had no way
to ronch bim. When the explosion ocourred
burning heaps of vinders aettled aropnd the
men almost knee deep.  Their shrioks were
terrible wnd taele frantic efforts to
themselves were pitiful 1o the extreme
Goneral Mapager J. B. Laughlin sald todey
that the aceldent was one of the most dis-
astrous that had ovedrred In the history of
the company
“The men seemed doomed to that awful
end,” he sald.  “They had just started
ket the barrow out when the explosion
ocenrred.  In another minute they would
have been nway from the place. The naturs
of the explosion |8 easlly expinined. Among
furnace men v is Kknown as a ‘sllp,’
this we mean tha! the gas hecomes eu-
cased by the cluders and coke beeoming
gummed, forming a crust in the furbace
“Thn gas accumulates and then the pres-
siire bocomes g0 great thuy L forces (tself
through the ¢rust Usunlly it blows
hopper bolta off. The top fillers know when
this I8 expected. - They are instrueted to
take the clevator and go to the ground
“The top fillers heard the explosion and
told the men te come away. 1 suppose
they had taken hold of the ore barrow and
did not hear them. The blast of lames shot
up and they were killed and the " others
bocame 86 confused By thelr burning clothes
nod the ghoke thdt they did not reallze
how to save themuselves. These mopn were
nover on the platforim hefore. ‘
“Some persons thought the men wers
caught by n mass ol molten metal, this was
not 8o, It was only the light contents that
wns blown through the bell. No one can
be blamed for the accldent. All the men
could have escaped I they had Hstened to
the top fllers’ warnlog.'
